the early stage of their trips and tens 
of thousands' walked.

IN EVERY EIGHT 


The 
Census 
Bureau 
estimates 


that on an average one in eight of 
all the babies born in the United 
States die before they are 
twelve 


months old. 
But this average does 


not tell the whole story, for more 
babies die in some districts than in 
others and such an 
average 
may 


mean that in some groups one in 
three of all the babies 
die 
and in 


others only one in twenty-five. 


The Children's 
Bureau 
in 
the 


course of its intensive study of in- 
fant mortality in 
selected 
typical 


American communities 
has 
found 


within one community 
an 
infant 


death rate varying in the different 
wards from one baby in twenty to 
about one in four. 


In the light of such 
facts 
Baby 


Week may well assume a new im- 
portance in our eyes. 
Baby Week 


aims to show the community what it 
owes to all its infant citizens in the 
way of suitable living 
conditions. 


and to show all the mothers of tho 
country that there is a sci?nce of 
baby care. 


The modern movement for saving 


babies' lives is of recent origin in 
al! countries. France took the lead 
iifty years ago in organizing com- 
munity work 
for 
infant 
welfare 


with, first, a society for instructing 
mothers and encouraging maternal 
nursing, and, ten years after, 
an- 


other society providing special care 
for the expectant mother. 
The in- 


fant welfare station was a later de- 


velopment for which France 
again 


deserves the credit. 


Dr. Emmet Holt has spoken of the 


infant welfare station established by 
Budin in Paris in 1892 and the milk 
depot established two years later by 
Dufour as "really marking the be- 
ginning of the modern movement for 
the reduction of infant 
mortality. 


They have spread all over the civil- 
ized world and have proved to be, 
when properly conducted, one of the 
most effective agencies, if not 
the 


most effective agency, known 
for 


the reduction of infant mortality." 


Infant mortality as a problem of 


national importance was discussed 
in this country as early as 1871 at a 
meeting of the Social Science Asso- 
ciation in Philadelphia, 
but 
the 


awakening of the 
public 
to 
the 


urgency of the problem and the or- 
ganizing of a national association to 
reduce the death rate among babies 
dates only frcm within the 'last ten 
years. When the Federal Children's 
Bureau was created in 1912 infant 
mortality 
headed 
the list of the 


problems it was directed to investi- 
gate and report upon. 


Systematic 
all-year-round infant 


welfare work in New York City is 
only fourteen years old 
but 
these 


years have been marked by a steady 
reduction of the babies' death rate 
in that city. 
Similar results may 


bo looked for from similar work in 
any community, for it is generally 
agreed that at least half of all in- 
fant deaths are preventable.

Washington, March G.—With the 


introduction today of the house army 
hill by Chairman Hay of the 
Mili- 


tary Committee, the second of the 
national defense measures, 
recom- 


mended by President Wilson, 
was 


before congress. The first of these 
measures, the senate army 'bill, was 
introduced Saturday. 


The house 
bill, the 
result of 


months of work and 
investigation 


was accomplished by a report which 
asserts that the committee believes 
it has succeeded in embodying in 
the measure "every feature which is 
necessary to bring about a reason- 
able plan for national defense." 


As completed the measure pro- 


poses to increase the regular 
army 


to a strength of 
140,000 
fighting 


troops, which means the addition of 
forty thousand men and 7,439 offi- 
cers. It also provides 786 additional 
officers for detached service with the 
national guard, military schools and 
elsewhere. 
A maximum 
strength, 


however, is fixed at 170,000 men. 


The bill provides for 
federaliza- 


tion of the national guard under a 
militia pay bill, substantially similar 
to that proposed in the senate bill. 


The house plans, however, ditfer 


from the senate bill, in 
that 
the 


president is authorized to draft na- 
tional guardsmen into the 
federal 


service on the outbreak of war. 
The 


ultimate strength of the guard 
is 


greater under the house plan since 
a minimum force 
of 
425,000 
is 


stipulated to be 
organized 
within 


five years. 


The senate plan provides for ap- 


proximately 250,000 guardsmen. 


Jn the house bill as in the senate 


the officers reserve corps is provid- 
ed for but the house plan doubles 
tho enrollment at the military acad- 
emy. 


Chairman Hay's report estimates 


that a force of 1,342,710 men train- 
ed for military service will "be at 
once available upon the passage of 
this bill," to reach this total he re-

guardsmen,

A feature of the house bill is the

authorized 
and 


government orders for war materials 
are given right of way at all plants 
by law. The bill authorizes also the 
construction of a plant lor the fixa- 
tion of atmospheric nitrogen for use 
in manufacturing explosives.

Mrs. F. C. Osburn, there being' a 
few more at the church the day Mrs. 
Beeglo was present, but who had not 
yet decided to become members. 


The first meeting was held at the 


home ot Mrs. W. J. Marshall and 


Miss Lina Swisher. 
The following 


officers were elected at that time: 
President, Mrs. L. B. Dumm; vice 
president, Mrs. F. C. Osburn; re- 
cording secretary, Miss Maggie Tay- 
lor; treasurer, Mrs. 
D. E. 
Dust- 


heimer; 
corresponding 
secretary, 


Mrs. Perry Woolard. 


The first Thursday of each month 


was set aside as the day to hold their 
meetings; the offering for the day 
was 85 cents. 
The second meeting 


was to be held at the home of Mrs. 
J. B. Dustheimer, but on account of 
bad weather no meeting was held. 
The third meeting was held at the 
home of Mrs. D. E. Dustheimer, the 
lesson for the day being "China and 
Immigration 
to 
America," 
which 


was followed 
by . several readings. 


The memberships was increased that 
day to 15. The money taken during 
the first year was $11.50 and the 
membership had increased that year 
to 27. 
The society continued to 


grow. In 1910 we had 42 members, 
though we have not kept all enrolled 
[ do not think any one of them left 
through dislike, .they having moved 
to other parts or for some other rea- 
sonable cause. 


The amount of money sent away 


in the whole ten years has not ex- 
ceeded $150.00, but we feel it has 
done some good somewhere, and 
without the good in the foreign field 
we ourselves have received good from 
our society in a social and educa- 
tional way. 
We can look back to 


many happy times spent together, 
and there is a deeper friendship and 
a better understanding of one an- 
other. 
We have had few disagree- 


ments, but they were soon forgot- 
ten. 
The conventions, which so 


many of us have attended, did much 
good, and not one returned with- 
out expressing gratitude for having 
the pleasure of being there. We feel 
that God has blessed us in many 
ways, not one of our society in the 
ten years being taken from us by 
death, though it seemed a number of 


years has rolled away may we look. 
back and feel we have done the best 
we could.
